BALKAN WAR GOES ON.

They burned six villages and massacred 
more than 600 persons. 


Twelve Hundred Fall in Battle. 
[BY CABLE TO THB CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
PODGORITZA, Oct. 21.—It is stated that 
1,200 men were kilbed in the fighting at Gus- 
sinje, which resulted in the capture of that 
place. yesterday. The people joined in the 
fighting, much of which was of a hand to 
hana character and of terrible ferocity. 

Many women and boys were killed. 


Women and Children Killed. 

LONDON, Oct. 22, 3 a. m.—The fighting at 
Plava, which was captured on Sunday by the 
Montenegrins was severe. Accordgng to a 
Cettinje dispatch to the Standard the Al- 
baniah population fought desperately and re- 
tired only when the whole place was in 
flames. Nine hundred Albanians were killed, 
including many women and children, who 
were found dead with arms in their hands. 

A Sofla dispatch to the Daily Telegram 
says it is reported that the Bulgarians have 
captured Kirk-Kilisse, thirty-two miles from 
Adrianopie, with 20,000 prisoners three 
months’ fobd supplies, and ammunition fora 
whole army corps. There is not the least 
official éofifirmation of the report. 

The Seventh regiment of Servian infantry 
is reported to have been virtually extermi~ 
nated. by the explosion of Turkish land 
mines after crossing the frontier into the 
district of Novipazar, according to a news 
ageney dispatch from Belgrade. 


Predict Battle at Adrianople. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Oct: 21.—It is admi:- 
ted here tonight that the Bulgarians are 
established about twelve miles from Adrian- 
ople, and that a big battle is imminent. 

The governor of Adrianople has issued & 
proclamation warning residents to husband 
their food, owing to the possibility of invest- 
ment of the town. He recommends those able 
to leave to do 80. 

It is aegerted that in the fighting around 
Blassona the Greeks lost 1,500 killed. 


Turks Bombard Kavarna. 
SOFIA, Oct 21. Turkish warships today 
bombarded the Bulgarian fort of Kavarna on 
the Black sea. The customs house was de- 
stroyed and several shops and dwellings 
were damaged. 


After the bombardment one of the Turkish 


warships left in the direction of Baitchik. 

Four others Grulsed along the coast be 
tween Kavarun ahd Kallkola, bombarding

The Servian troops already have taken the 
town of Novovarosh, five miles from the Ser- 
vian frontier. 

A Servian column commanded by Gen. Jau- 
koviteh captured the Turkish entrenchmtnts 
at the village of Podujevo, hear Mitrovitza, 
on the road to Prishtina, during the night. 


Turks Fire on Christians. 
[BY CABLE TO THD CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
+ ATHENS, Oct. 21—The Turkish regulars 
in Epirus have fired on the Christian vil- 
lage of Karoki and Liminata.

Mr. Hénrotin made the following statement: 

His excellency, Youssouf Zia, Turkish am- 
bassador at Washington, has telégraphed in- 
structions to all Ottoman consulates to inform 
Ottoman subjects residing in the United 
States that they must report at once in Tur- 
key to perform their military duty. The 
call is urgent and peremptory.“

Mrs. Roosevelt and the physicians, while 


believing that the colonel had sufficient 
strength for the trip, were nevertheless con- 
cerned when the time came for his depart- 
gre, and during the first few hours they 
watched him closely for any sign of a set- 


As the day wore on and it became plain 
that he was resting comfortably, the tension 
was relaxed, and tonight every one on the 
eolonel’s car was breathing more easily. 

Col. Roosevelt spent the day in reading, 
talking, and sleeping. As soon as he waa 
brought to his car in Chicago he went to bed 
and remained there throughout the day. 
The hardships of the journey were increased 
py several severe jolts, caused by the im- 
perfect action of a brake on the car. 

The progress of the train was watched by 
silent crowds. There was no cheering, and 
the people talked rn subdued tones that there 
might be no possibility of disturbing the 


colonel. 


Wound Bleeds Somewhat. 

Dr. Alexander Lambert of New York, who, 
with Dr. Skurry Terrell of Dallas, Tex., 's 
caring for Col. Roosevelt, said the wound 
had bled some during the day, but that the 
bleeding was merely the result of the drain- 
ing of the wound and was an indication of 
the healing process. Bulletins issued dur- 
ing the day reported that the colonel was 
resting easily and that his condition was un- 
changed. 

Dr. Lambert was able to determine the 
position of the bullet by an external ex- 
amination today. He placed a finger on the 
pot and Col. Roosevelt showed him he was 
right, for he said: 

“That’s mighty sore there.” 

“The bullet is embedded in the major 
pectoral muscle,“ said Dr. Lambert. and, as 
the X ray photograph showed, is close to the 
fourth rib on the right side. It will bea sim- 
ple matter to remove the bullet later should 
Col. Roosevelt wish it.“ = 

There was Uttle doubt in Dr. Lambert's 
Roosevelt would be well 
enough to address the campaign rally planned 
for Madison Square garden on Oct. 30. He 
said he would be permitted to speak for half 
an hour. 


DEPARTURE FROM CHICAGO. 

„ Good-by and good luck,” were the final 
words of Col. Roosevelt when he took his 
departure from Chicago yesterday morning. 
He left the city at 8:30 o’clock on a Penn- 
syivania train, which he boarded at Twelfth 
street. 

The journey to that point was made in an 
automobile ambulance. The procession 
which accompanied the former president 
was an impressive ope. Ahead of the ambu- 
lance was an automobile containing Assist- 
ant Chief of Police Schuettler and a squad of 
detectives. Surrounding the ambulance was 
a corps of motorcycle policemen. Behind 
it came the autos with the oolonel's family, 
physicians, and the newspaper men who are 
to follow him to Oyster Bay.

TALKS TO SOCIAL WORKERS. 


Baptist Ministers’ Conference Alse 
Condemns Reopening of Subject. 


The mayor’s new aldermanic committee to 
investigate conditions in the segregated dis- 
trict was given some advice last night by 
Clifford G. Roe, chairman of the Committee 
of Fifteen. Mr. Roe rather ridiculed Mayor 
Harrison for ordering further investigation 
after the recent vice commission's report. 

Mr. Roe spoke before the Social Service 
club, composed of social workers, at Fuller 
ton hall in the Art institute. 

* State’s Atorney Wayman had no sooner 
driven out the red light district,“ said Mr. 
Roe, than Mayor Harrison appointed this 


committee, fn spite of the fact that the vice 


commission’s report, never acted On by the 


city, and made at an expense of $25,000, was 


the most thorough of its kind ever compiled. 


It is being used as a basis of investigation 


by many other cities. 

“The best thing this aldermanic committee 
can do is to study the report carefully and 
then insist on its adoption. If they recom- 
mend that the segregated district be re- 
established, they will be guilty of breaking 
the laws of the state.“ 


Ministers Condema New Inquiry. 

The Baptist ministers’ conference passed 
resolutions against an aldermanic investi- 
gation. The Rev. M. P. Boynton, pastor of 
the Lexington Avenue Baptist church, pre- 
sented the resolutions. After reciting that 
the vice commission appointed by Mayor 
Busse had made an elaborate report on vice 
conditions, that further facts on vice condi- 
tions had been gathered by the city civil 
service commission in its recent police in- 
quiry, and that State's Attorney Wayman 
had gathered other facts, the resolutions 
added: 

„Resolved, by the Baptist Ministers’ con- 
ference of Chicago, That we declare it to be

our judgment that no further investigation | 


of the social evil is needed just now; that by 
reference to and use of the above material 
the mayor of Chicago and his helpers in the 
city council have ample information upon 
which to proceed in a strict enforcement o? 
the law. 

“Re it finally resolved, That we declare 
it criminal for any public official to attempt 
to rekstablish these open markets for the 
lawless, ungodly traders in human flesh.“ 


Aldermen to Hear Testimony. 

Ald. John R. Emerson, chairman of the 
special council committee appointed to in- 
quire into vice conditions, announced in the 
afternoon that he would call the committee 
together for another meeting at 2 o’clock 
Thursday afternoon. 

Detective Steve Barry, head of State's 
Attorney Wayman’s force of raiding police, 
arrested twenty-six persons early yesterday 
morning in flats at 2220 South Wabash ave- 
nue. One hundred other persons were caught 
in raids on alleged disorderly flats on Satur- 
day and Sunday nights. 


SAYS VICE DEMORALIZES POLICE. 

Public toleration’ of vice was declared to 
be the cause of the corruption of the police 
force in speeches made last night at a mass- 
meeting in the Central Park Presbyterian 
church, North Sacramento boulevard and 
Warren avenue, under the auspices of the 
Good Government league of the Nineteenth 
senatorial district.

U. S. SLEUTHS ON GUARD. 


Descend on Saloon When Report 
of the Firing Reaches 
Officials. 


United States Deputy Marshal W. H. Grif- 
fifthe and Special Agent B. J. Mayer made a 
second descent on the Café de Champion last 
midnight in an effort to capture Ada Banks, 
whom they accuse of having shot the pugi- 
list. They searched the place without suc- 
cess. 

The government officials are sponsors for 
the statement that the rumor which spread 
like wildfire about the city Thursday night, 
that Johnson was shot, ie true. Miss Banks, 
they say, did the shooting. She is an enter- 


-tainer in the café. Following a quarrel] she 


is said to have procured a revolver and blazed 
away at the pugilist. The bullet is said to 
have lodged in his foot.

When the federal officers: were rounding up 
the witnesses they learned Johnson has taken 
extraordinary methods of self-protection and 
that most of the café attendants are armed. 


Government Seeks Evidence. 

If any one of a dozen stories brought to 
the bureau during the day is substantiated, 
the black man will be opem to prosecution. 
The maximum penalty for interstate traffic 
m women for immoral purposes is ten years’ 
imprisonment and $10,000 fine This is in 
case the women are under 18.

„I Shall ask that the place be closed as a 
disorderly resort.’’ said Ald. Geiger. This 
power is not with the council, but with the 
mayor. The action I propose is simply to 
show Mr. Harrison the strong feeling on the 
part of the aldermen.” 

While the council is in session there will 
be a meeting of equal significance four 
miles away in the black beit itself. Beaure- 
gard F. Moseley, in behait of the Appomattox 
club, the representative negro organ zacion, 
has ordered Johnson to appear and explain 
the remarks he made a few days ago.

Coroner’s Jury Commends for Bravery

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PERKINS DENIES . 
BIG FUND CHARGE 


Tells Committee He Did Not 
Underwrite $3,000,000 to 
Help Roosevelt. 


MANY CLASHES IN DAY. 


Witness Asserts Senators Use Un- 
fair Questions to Dam- 
age Colonel. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., Oct. 21—[Special.)—The 
attempts of the Republicans and Democrats 
„to get something on Col. Roosevelt and 
the Progressive party for political effect 
reached a climax today during the testimony 
of George W. Perkins before the Clapp sena- 
torial committee investigating campaign 
funds. 

For three hours Mr. Perkins, who is chair- 
man of the executive committee of the new 
party, was badgered, with questions and in- 
sinuations by Senators Oliver (Republican) 
and Paynter and Pomerene (Democrats). 
Angry clashes between the witness and the 
senators frequently arose, Mr. Perkins not 
hesitating to denounce the senators and they 
returning the compliments in kind. 

The situation was illustrated when Per- 
kins at one point, while being questioned by 
Pomerene as to his motivesin making cam- 
paign contributions, half rose from his chair 
and demanded why the senator had refrained 
from asking similar questions of Thomas F. 
Ryan, the trust millionaire, who had just 
admitted heavy gifts to Democratic funds. 
Perkins exclaimed that the purpose of the 
eemmittee was apparent. 

Denies $3,000,000 Story. 

Mr. Perkins testified he gave $128,000 to the 
primary campaign for the nomination of 
Roosevelt and indignantly denied the charge 
by Senator Penrose and Republican Chair- 
man Hiles that he had underwritten the ex- 
pense of the canvass to the extent of $3,000,- 
000. He demanded that Penrose and Hilles 
be compelled to furnish the proof or be com- 
pelled to take it back.“ He denied the har- 
vester trust has contributed to the Roosevelt 
campaign. 

That it is Roosevelt against the fleld was 
the inference drawn from the desperate ef- 
fort of the Republicans and Democrats to 
erick Perkins into some damaging statement. 
In striking contrast with his treatment was 
the experience of Ryan, the tobacco and 
traction magnate, who submitted to a brief 
and polite examination before Mr. Perkins 
took the stand. 

Ryan Admits 6480, % 0. 

Mr. Ryan made the admission that he gave 
$450,000 to the Parker Democratic campaign 
tund in 1904; that was the campaign in which 
Parker accused Roosevelt of blackmailing 
trusts into making colossal! contributions to 
his campaign funds. Ryan is one of the prin- 
‘cipal trust magnates of the country and was 


head of the tobacco monopoly prosecuted by 


Roosevelt. 

He contributed to the Parker campaign 
twice as much as Harriman raised for the 
Republican canfpaign that year and nearly 
ave times as much as the contribution the 
Standard Oil is alleged to have made to Bliss } 
without the knowledge of Roosevelt. 

Ryan also testified he gave $80,000 toward 
the nomination of Harmon at Baltimore, and 
$30,000 to the Underwood pre-convention 
fight. He said he would have contributed 
to the Clark and Wilson funds had he been 
invited. ; 

Perkins Produces Data. 

With these generalities concerning Demo- 
cratic relations with the trusts Senators 
Oliver, Paynter, and Pomerene were satisfied. 
They craved no details worth mentioning 
and let the trust millionaire off with a few 
polite inquiries. 

Then they trained their guns on Perkins. 
Mr. Perkins had a sheaf of letters and 
memoranda and an itemized statement of his 
expenditures, all of which he submitted, and 
promptly offered to produce any other in- 
formation the committee might want. He 
said he contributed from 3650000 fo $80,000 
to the Republicans in 1904. He produced a 
memorandum showing that he had pleaded 
with National Chairman Hitchcock in 1908 
for complete publicity of the campaign ex- 
penditures. His plan of raising campaign 
funds from the general public instead of 
from corporations’ officials, he said, is being 
carried out by the Progressive party. 

Mr. Perkins also asserted that he never 
had given or raised money for Roosevelt or 
Taft with the idea of obtaining favors, an 
said he would expect no favor for himself or 
apy interest if Roosevelt should be elected 
this time. 

Tells of Committee Work. 


When first called to the stand and ques- 
tioned as to the campaign of 1904 Mr. Perkins

Whenever Mr. Bliss would get short or 
funds would get low“ he said, ‘“‘I would 
make a contribution of $5,000 or 810,000.“ 

Chairman Clapp asked of what contribu- 
tions Mr. Perkins knew outside his own. 

„1 was connected with the New York 
Life Insurance company and I knew of that 
company’s contribution,“ he said. 

Mr. Perkins produced a long statement re- 
garding the contributions of the New York 
Life Insurance company, which the com- 


mittee permitted him to read into the record. 


The statement quoted at length from the 
testimony of the late President McCal}b of the 
New York Life Insurance company before 
the Armstrong investigating committee, to 
show that the New York Life Insurance com-- 
pany contribution was made to defeat the 
free silver herestes of William Jennings 
Bryan. It was argued that the money was 
given to insure the establishment of a gold 
standaard for the protectian of the policy- 
holders of the company and thet, therefore, 
it was proper to use the money of the policy- 
holders. ö 

The witness grew particularly earnest ea, 
concluding the statement, he read: 

“TI believed at the time and have always 
since believed that in this transaction Mr. 
McCall did exactly right; that he would have 
been untrue to his trust, weak and cowardly, 
had he taken any other course. 


Resents Attacks on McCall. 

There is no question but that the thor- 
oughly unscrupulous, dastardly attacks upon 
Mr. McCall by certain portions of the senga- 
tional press of the country brought about 
his untimely death; yet it is a most significant 
fact that in all this criticism of both him and 
me, not a single policyholder, se far aa I am 
aware, out of the many thousands in the 
New York Life, ever wrote a single letter 
of criticism or complaint of what we did, 
either to Mr. McCal) or myself. 

Without any law or regulation to guide 
us, impressed with the great responsibility 
we were carrying, firmly believing that the 
Democratic party was advocating financial 
theories which—if enacted into laws—would 
most seriously affect the assets of the policy- 
aolders of the New York Life, both Mr. Mo- 
Call and I did our duty as we saw it.“ 

Mr. Perkins said that for the New York 
Life Insurance company he advanced to Mr.

Beveridge Returned Gift.

President Roosevelt, Mr. Perkins said, or- 
dered the suit delayed until the investigation 
was completed. 

„And I'm bound to say that to have done 
anything else would have been manifestly 
unfair,” said Mr. Perkins. ‘‘If he had not 
done that I believe he would have been unfit 
to be president.“ 

Mr. Perkins said that when he said he 
would fight,’’ he meant the suit would be 
fought in the courts. Cross examination 
failed to shake the statement. 

If that suit had been brought, would you 
be supporting Col. Roosevelt now?’ asked 
Senator Pomerene.

Testimony Given by Ryan. 

As soon as he was called to the stand Mr. 
Ryan told the committee that he shouldered 
$350,000 of the debts of the Democratic na- 
tional committee in 1904. 

** Early in the campaign, he said. I gave 
$50,000 to the fund, although I was opposed to 
the nomination of Parker, I gave probably 
$50,000 in similar contributions. When the 
end of the campaign was drawing near and 
it was apparent that Mr. Parker could not 
be elected some of my friends came to me 
and told me the campaign would collapse 
unless the committee received financial as- 
sistance. I finally agreed, in order to pay 
the party workers and preserve the integ- 
rity of the party, to furnish $350,000. This 
made a total of $450,000 I gave throughout 
the campaign. 

“This was a personal contribution, and 
did not represent any one except myself. I 
did not give the money to try to elect Parker. 
I merely wanted to preserve the Democratic 
organization.’’

Much wine could be bought and many 
taxicabs hired with such a sum, and still euf- 
ficient be left over to pay all expenses of 
euch an inspection,” he sad. More than 
$75,000 has been wasted this year by Bartzen 
in paying needless employés. Expenses of the 
county board have increased 81. 500,000 under 
his administration, which means every voter 
paying taxes finds himself about $3 to the bad 
through this extravagance.

Policeman Flynn Says Ettor Was 
Center of Mob at Lawrence.

Salem, Mass., Oct. 21.—Policeman Fred F. 
Flynn, testifying today in the trial of Joseph 
J. Ettor, Arturo Giovannitt, and Joseph 
Caruso for the murder of Anna Lopizzo dur- 
ing the Lawrence textile strike, described a 
riot which took place in the streets of Law- 
rence on Jan. 29 last. 

5 L had foliowed the mob from a street car 
riot,” said Flynn, when I saw a number of 
them rush upon a young girl who wascarty- 
ing a lunch box. They took the box away 
and threw it into the air. Then they tore off 
part of her clothing. While this was going 


on I caw Ettor pass by in the center of the 


Rioters Held at Bay. 

Flynn told of several disturbances which 
Came to a climax the same afternoon in 
the killing of Anna Lopizzo. He said he and 
another policeman held at bay a mob near 
the Lawrence Dye works after arresting a 
striker who had flourished a revolver and 


driven a workman from a car near the 


works. 


“ After we had arrested this man,“ Flynn 
continued. we were forced to hold a mob 
at bay until we could get the prisoner into 
the office of the works. Then the mob 
stormed the works, smashing the windows, 
attempting to enter the office to release 
the prisoner. Meanwhile police reinforce- 
ments came and we got our prisoner to the 
station in an automobile.”’ 


Giovannitti Put in Cell. 

Fiynn and Policeman Michael Byron, who 
arrested Giovannitti after his indictment, 
both testified that the defendant admitted ad- 
vising the strikers to sleep by day and act 
hike wild animals at night.” 

Fiynn testified that Giovannittl, after his 
arrest, said.to him: ° 

„ don’t want you to put any dynamite 
in here.“ 

J assured him I had brought nothing into 
the house,” Flynn continued, and told him 
he was arrested as an accessory to murder. 
Then Giovannitti turned to me and asked: 
‘Have you got Ettor, too?’ I told him he 
would see Ettor at the police station.” 

Flynn's testimony was not concluded when 
court adjourned for the day.

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AUSTRALIA HELPS 
FACTORY WORKER 


Passes Laws Bettering His 
Condition and Prevent- 


ing Exploitation. 


HAS OWN POINT OF VIEW. 


Fact That Labor Is in Charge of 
Government Makes Unique 
Situation.

SYDNDY.—Dverything that we assoolute 
with factories is seen in Australia from a 
point of view different from that in our own 
country. | 

Here factory Uf is in the foreground of 
consciousness. The reason is simple and 
obvious. Some of the state governments 
and the commonwealth government are in 
the hands of men who are familiar with 
factory or similar life from practical experi- 
ence. The effort to improve the condition of 
labor, therefore, is a conscious and proposive 
one. 

These men are as surely regulating for 
themselves as was Chauncey Depew when 
he helped block the way to parcels post. 
Labor is in charge in Australia. It cannot 
forbid immigration, but it can do what it 
pleases as long as it does not exceed the 
Iimits set for it by the act of the British 
parliament which gave the states and the 
commonwealth their constitutions. 

Im the United States labor legislation is in 
the hands of quite a different clase of men. 
It is a matter of pity, or humanity, or char- 
ity, or justice. But justice only because the 
public conscience has been roused by years 
of injustice. 


Idttle Sympathy for Aliens. 

There is a feeling, never consciously voiced, 
perhaps not even consciously felt, that our 
legislation for improvement in wages, hours, 
and the general condition of the factory 
worker, is made on behalf of aliens. They 
have come into our country unbidden. Let 
them look after themselves. Let them teke 
care of themselves. Sometimes we go so far 
as to say, or at least to believe, that they are 
Zeally getting more than they deserve. 

They are hardly part of us. At any rate, 
the second generation will be all right. At 
least we assume thatit will. If they do not 
De it there are others to take their place! 
And 0 d comes about that our dirtiest and 
most menial work is done by the newest of 
the newcomers. because they, ignorant of 
our language, lawe, and customs, and keen 
to save a little money, are willing to do any- 
thing they can. Hence they are the easiest 
victims of the exploiter. 

The whole position is reversed in Austral: 
Even a man who serves on a royal commis- 
sion of inquiry may once have been a factory 
hand; although he now holds an appointment 
from the prime minister he may once have 
Gug a sewer or worked a lever in a factory. 


Rising from the Ranks. , 

The mere fact that such e man, under the 
early competitive system, has come to be a 
royal commissioner and a premier may be 
urged as proof positive of the beneficent re- 
sults of the system. There is another point 
of view. Men in all countries have now and 
then risen from the ranks. They survived 
because they were fit. But the conditions 
which they served made impossible a gen- 
eral improvement in society. There is no 
proof, but there is reason to believe the con- 
trary—that with a better condition the same 
men would not have achieved equal success. 

Another question is suggested by the report 
of the royal commission of inquiry as to the 
hours and general conditione of laborers in 
factories and shops. Shell the state dictate 
that which is proper in the manner of fire 
escapes, construction of factories, hours of 
labor, condition of closets, etc., etc.? Or saall 
all these be left to individual efforts? Shall 
each factory owner determine what consti- 


' tutes a fire escape? Shall each employer be 


free to secure labor in the cheapest market 
and take the fullest advantage of the een 
momic poverty of that labor? The quest. on 
brings ws face to face with the demands of 
eocialistics as over against those of the indi- 
vidualistic, capitalistic state. 


When Exploitation Is Easy. 

The exploitation of women and children 
seems natural because it is easy. That 
which is easy becomes a habit. We talk 
much of the next generation. But we pro- 
oeed on the theory that it must look out 
for and take care of itself, even as we have 
had to do. Perhaps this is the chief reason 
why mankind changes so slowly, why John 
Stuart Mill doubted whether mankind would 
continue to improve. 


that one women of every two is engaged in | 
some form of domestic occupation, and that 
one of every four works ina factory. This 
does not mean that male workers are being 
displaced, but that women are more and 
more entering into economic competition. 
Yet the women of the manufacturing class 
rank highest for the aggregate class in point 
ef offspring, with an average family of more 
than five. 

It follows that not only a large percentage 
ef the next generation but a large number of 
the present generation, both husbands and 
wives, future husbands and future wives, 
are included in the manufacturing class. 
The health and development of these women 
and chiki workers in facteries goes to the 
root of the stem of progress. Progress means 
increase tn population and the maintenance 
and importance of good health, physique and 
moral type in that increase. 

If the royal commission, in inquiring inte 
the oondition of female and juvenile labor 
in New South Wales, finds flaws in existing 
laws and present conditions, it is not neces- 
warily because these laws and conditionsare 
faulty or bed, but rather because the ideal 
of those making the inquiry iz high. This 
report not only makes these ideals plain, but 
gives us an idea of the lines along which 
factory acts and regulations may be expected 
to develop in the future. 


Factory Law Deficient. 

Much depends on material surroundings. 
Hence, the mainspring of factory legislation 
is that if a factory were in existence when 
the first act wes in. force the proprietor 1 
entitled to be registered as a right, but in 
the case of new facteries particulars are to 
be furnished to the inspector, who is then 
empowered to register the premises. But the 
law does not go far enough. 

On paper it would seem that the factory 
is effectively under state oontrot, but in 
practice the inspectors seem to have felt 
themselves bound only to insist that the 
proprietor remedy defects such as they might 
apecify. And yet, though the act has been in 
force fifteen yeara, there is a wide variation 
in extremes of suitability from the point of 
view of health Older factories especially 
are far below the standard. The law should 
not suggest the specific things to be done 
to being this or that factory up to the re- 
quirements. N should set a minimum 
standard, below which no factory may con- 
tinue to exist. 

For example, there should be a definite 
prohibition against carrying on factory work 
tn buildings of galvanized iron, or in buiu- 
ings with roofs of only galvanized iron. This 
latter mischief is widespread, and is par- 
ticularty injurious to women and children. 
Girls often go home sick from the heat, and 
though the owners are asked to have the roof 
lined, the answer has always been thet it 
would be too expensive. Queensiand makes 
such a provision. 

The inspector is given power to order 
structural or other alterations, such as 
timber lining or external paint, as he may 
deem necessary. Western Australia is even 
more explicit. The minister may require 
any building used as a factory, constructed 
of iron, nd, or tin, to be lined with wood 
or other materal. He may further require 
any building roofed with iron, zinc, or tin 


to be coated with white paint or other cooling 
substance. 


Protection from Fire. 

The existing law in New South Wales fails 
likewise to make certain provision for the 
safety of employés in case of fire. According 
to the act such means as may be deemed 
sufficient may be ordered by the inspectors. 
A regulation of the act specifies hydrants 
and fire buckets or chemical fire extinguish- 
ers. 

The net result is that it is left to inspectors 
to determine. what constitutes fire provis' un. 
This introduces the human element, and too 
often a human contest—that is the opposing 
of the owner’s will to that of the Inspector. 
Legislation in Victoria is more specitid. N 
sets out with considerable exactitude what 
must be done—the amount of egress space 
in proportion to the 
ployed, and for all flo space above the 
ground floor there must be satisfactory alter- 
native means of escape. Stairways must be 
of fire resisting material of a stipulated 
measurement and structure. The act goes 
further—all these measures must be fully 
complied with. And yet when the crisis 
comes the internal approaches to doorways 
and exits and fire escapes are blocked. 

In nearly all paper box factories, for in- 
stance, where material rapidly accumulates, 
it might be practically impossible at times 
for employés to reach an exit. Hence the 
factory regulations declare that no aisle 
may be less than two and one-half feet wide, 
and the aggregate width of aisles or gang- 
ways must at least equal the width of the 
doorways to which they lead. Such aisles 
must be marked out in durable paint on the 
floor, and should be at all times kept ‘clear 
of every form of tmcumbrance. One large 
factory in Sydney has done this, and periodi- 
cally has a trial use of the fire escape by all 
the employés.
